has no claim upon the gratitude of 

the deaf mutes of the whole enuiurv 
as a class, but only Upon those con- 
nected 1| some time with ihe National 
Deal Mule College. I see this mir 
row view rebuked in Ihe .Ioi-knm, f)j 
B brother, who suggests that the 

contrary be proved by Garfield's own 

words. Let us see. In a speech ill 

Congress on the 31st of June, 1870, 

he says :
